Firſt, in I»ſtice, a Father and a King have 
equall power'to corre offences,and mercie to re- 
ft : They both make Precepts, and (according to 
their picty) are themſelves Examples : They afſi- 
mulate mn the way of Providence , As a father is 
maſter of a Family,and protcceththe leaſt mem-

there of you whom if his ſonne aske bread will giv 
him aſtone ? or if he aske fiſh will eirve him a Serpent ? 
This is one pertc& rule ro know a Royall King 
from a diſloyall Subje&t. Honour and obey him in 
his Laws.

His royalty conſiſteth in your 
obedience, or in ſuppreſſing your dilobedience :

That we conceive (as the caſe now ſtands) chat it cannoe be, but a 
moſt impious and miſchievous thing in us,cither to forſake,or by arms 
to ſeek the deſtrution of thar ſacred Court, for theſe Reaſons. 

Firſt, becauſe in former ages this Kingdome hath very (eldome re- 
linquifhc its repreſentative, elefted, incrauſted Councell, and when « 
bath, ic hath ſoon found caule to repens that Treachery,and inſtability, 
& commonly that Repentance proved fatall both ro King & kingdom. 

Secondly, That private Councell by which his Majefty is incenſed 
againſt his general] Councell, « bſcures it ſelffrom the world ; nenther 
their names nor qualities, nor their grounds of exception re declared 
or avowed, And fince his Majeſtic is now attended by ſo many Peers, 
Councellors of ſtare, Judges, and Lawyers, and hath ſufficient Forces 
to commence warre, and cannot be imagined to vbey the conduRt of 
meere private reaſon, in a matter of ſuch cranſcendeax conſequence, 
we are apt to thinke, thatthe prometers of this horrid warre would 
not conceale themſelves and their grounds, if they were not Papilts, 
Prelates, Delinquents. neceſſrous Courtiers, or ſuch me cinary Sword- 
men,as no Nation nor age ever expetted fauh or pierie from. And chere 
1s a rumour here ſpread,that divers of che Nobles now in his Ma'eſtios 


traine departed not from hence without great ſolicitation, and have * 


not that freedome now of advice, or of accellc ro hus Majeitie, or re- 

cefſe to the Parliament, as was expeRted, nor does any- thing under 

aeir hands publikely reftifie, bow farre they adjudge this Parliament

tray cerous,. or this warre gainſt it juſtifable, And yer policy, juſtice, 
honour muſt needs inferce this, and doth challenge it both from hig 
Majeſtic and from them. 

Thirdly, we having lived nearer and beene more jealouſly intentive 
eve and eare witneſſes of Parliamentary proceedings, then remoter 
count ies, havent beene able to difceover any diſloyaltie in the ma 
part of Lords and Commons, but on the contrary, have ſcene allthe 
launders of theirenemftes,dereted of villanous fafhood and malice,as 
in the maine matters of ingroſſing the publike treaſure to their owne 
uſe,or ſeeking ts corrupt the Militia of the Land, that thereby they 
might tirannize over King and kingdome, we beleeve,we ſec,we know 
the comrary,and fo muſt needs all ſober men, 

Fourthly, it his Maicſtie did not relie upon allegations without 
proofes,and it thoſe allegations alſo were not tull of uncertaintie anll 
inſuftency many times, no bleod need to be ſhed in this difference, 
a levall debate even m Parhament it ſelfe would Gifr out the truth to the 
ſatisfation of all the kingdome, and neither the Orators LONgue, nor 
the ſouldiers arme (whom none but tignes very calamnous uſe to um- 
ploy)neede here to be ingaged: for ſometimes Its Maieſtie profeſſes wo 
have honorable thoughts concerning the Parkament, blaming onely 
rhe roo great influence which ſome malignant partie hath upon both 
houſes, yet his Maieſtie names no malignants, nor ſpecifies the nature 
of that influence ; ſometimes his Maic{tic chargeth by name ſome few 
of each Houſe,and promiſeth particular charges, but pabliſheth none, 
fometimes his Maieſty inveigherh againſt ſome particular Votes of the 
maior part of both Houſes, condemning them as treaſonable, and ap- 
parently illegall,buttaketh no iſſue, nor aſſ1gneth any legallrryall, nor 
allowerh any «ppeale trom his owne breaſt 2nd Sword, and though 10 
very teormes no warre is conteſſed againit che Parhiament,yer it is mas 
maniteſtly levied againſt Sir John Hotham,c>c. for being an Ator un- 
der the Parliament, and treaſon is fixed upon all ſuch as obey the or- 
dinance of both Houſes : and yet both Houſes theroſelves muſt not be 
thought to be aymed at ; and as there is uncerraintie in the parues 
charged ſo there is the ike in the crimes imputed, for ſometimes the 
ordinance concerning the Militia, beares the burthen of all. ſometimes 
ſome other plots & confpiracies of bringiag in an arbitrary pow@r,and 
Ariitocretical} uſurpation over King and kingdome, both are intims- 
ted, and a more ſatisfactory narration of particulars are promiſed, but 
we ſee no ſuch thing as yer performed, And thus the caſe not being 
yet rightly ſtated, nor the certaine traytors nominated nor the certaine 


creaſons 
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reaſons declared, nor any other interpreter of Law, but his Maieſtic 
alone without any of his Peeres or Judges admitted, yet we are me- 
ved to berray that rreſbawlt aſſembly, whom all law, conſcience and 
intereſt, nay, all that is ſacred or can be neare or deare urto us, bindes 
15 to defend with our lives, t!l wee are clearely convinced of their 
fi\hood [0 us. 

Fiftly, divers exceprions taken againſt the Parliament much inſiſte.| 
on,4s that they may vote the King to be at London when he is at Yorke, 
or declare trea.on to be loyaltie, and loyaltte treaſon, &c. favour of 
meecre merriment, and require no other anſwer, it the ſadneſle of the 
times would allow u, for though generall conſent inable the Par- 
ment very farre, whilſt it is notabuſed, yet that being all the Baſis of 
their power when that ſhall fall away (as it doth when groſly abuſed) 
all derivative power vaniſhes with it ; and Story tells us that the King- 
dome ſometimes hath cauſelefly our of levyetie and love of noveltic, be- 
rrayed the Parliament, but no Age ever ſaw one Parliament that pt0- 
\ ed treacherous to the whole kmgdome., 6 

Sixtly, as we ſee none bat good fruits in this publike Counsell, fo 
we ſee none but bad in its private oppoſite, for when we ſee his Maic- 
ſty at the ſame time ray ſing Forces here againſt a Parliament,not iuftly 
convinced of treaſon, and yet not affording hs ready aſſiſtance to 
ſupplies for Ire{and, whilſh many Proteſtanes are murdered daily there 
for want of the ſame, and that by the hands of thoſe bloody miſcreants 
whom hrs Maieſtie never mentions without horror, And when wee 
ſee all mrentions of forces abiared, and with ſuch high imprecauions 
diſclaymed,except for a guard onely,and yer as ſoone as Forces are in- 
creaſed thereby, open defiance proclaimed to all which adhere to the 
Parliament in orders made tor publique fafetic And when we ſee the in- 
truſting ofthe publike Afilitia into Faithfull hands by Authority ofthe 
whole ſtate thundred againſt as oppreſſive to the Subie@, and yet at 
the ſame time, Commiſſions of Array iſlacd out ro ſuch as my Lard Ri- 
vers, &c, the ſaid Commitſions being as illegall and vexatious, and 
dangerous,and ſo generally knownto bezas the Ship-Scor was, when we 
ſee theſe things and many other hke we grievegwe bleed inwardly for 
his Majeſty, & it ſeemes predigious to us that {o gentle « Prince ſhould 
indure ſo much,ſo many yeares cogether for {uch Miniſters ſakes con- 
rrary to the prayers and ativeruſements of this whole glorious Brictiſh 
Monarchy. 

Seventhly, his Majeſtie reſts onely in generalls ( which according 
co his Majeſties owne words amount to juſt nothing, for as general 
complaints of ſubyerting Law, and ſubjeting both King and King- 
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dometo lawleſſe Arbitrary rule, are preſſed againlit the Parliament, fo 
nothing but generall promiſes, of making us a happy people, and con- 
ſenting to all juſt requeſts, are uttered by his Ma cſhie : at this preſen 
when his Majeitic prefers private adviſe before publique, yer 
he attributes generally all duc relpet to Parhaments: And when 
his Majeſtic rakes up the Sword againit che Parliament, the higheſt 
Court of Law in England, and not condemned, but by EdiR Law 
onely, ( no Peere, JuJige,$c. appearing in the condemnation) yer 
this ſword is ſaid ro be taken u; p mcerely to protect the Law ; This 
ſtrange perſecution of a carries. frag and all its favourers, by fire and 
{word, which to our ordinary apprehenſions ſeemes ſo diſltnall and fa- 
tall, eſpecially at this time, when it 18 as great a benefit to Popiſh Re- 
bels in /rel/and,as ic is a ſcourge to loyall Progeſtantsva England, 8 this 
muſt ſeeme not only to ſtand” with his Majeſties generall expreſſions 
of Grace, but in a generall ſenſe it is ic ſelf an a:t of Grace, 

And this 1s not wonderfull, for we know that whilſt che Ship-ſcos, 
and all other Projects and Monopohies lay heavyeſt upon us,in all our 
ſore grievances and violations, generall expreſſions of Grace did ever 
accompany them, though they rather added than diminiſhed co che 
E44v2ht of our ſorrows. And therefore we have now the leſle reaſon to 
comfort our ſelves with generall aſſurances, eſpecially fince deeds of 
hoſtility faile not to attend our {weereſt words of clemency ; Nay, 
and in the ſame Manifeſtoes, as we finde profeſſions favouring all of 
Law, rizht, and limited power : fo we finde withall intermingled di- 
vers poſitions placing the King beyond all Law, right and linucation, 
and reducing Parliaments to lefſe power than ordinary Courts. 

In all ſubmiſſive humilicy therefore we humbly proſtrace our ſelves 
before his Majeſties feer, with the pious tender of chele our carnelt ſup- 
plications, 

Firſt,” That it would pleaſe his Majeſty, in a war of this confound- 
ing nature to the three Kingdomes at once. an4 to the true Religion,in 
them t have recourſe to the umparciall adviſe of former ages, rather 
then of this, 

Secondly, to abandon the Councels of Papiſts, as well ſach as goe 
to Church by diſpenſation, as not, and as well ſuch as ſend inſtru tions 
from beyond the Sea, as thoſe which are hore more viſible z; an4 in the 
ſame manner t5 reje.t the alvernſem:ncs'of Dehnquents, Prelates, 
Souldiers, &c. whoſe known intereſts makes them incomperenc ad- 
viſersin this caſe, no age tiving a paral:ll ro it,” and if his Majeſty 
-onceives publike adviſe to bt partiall at this time; yet co ler the king- 

dome 
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dome know what private advile is hearkened to, and what the qualicy 
and grounds of ic 15, for the be.cer vindication of his Ma,elties Ho- 
nour, and the more full ſatisfation of all crue Proteſtants. 

Thirdly, To make a further gueſſe at ſoc of his Majelties Coun- 
ceilors, by thoſe falſe Aanders of Treaſons which they have powred 
into h:s Majeſties eares, and are now diſproved co all the world. 

Fourthly, That his Majeſty would nut admic of any crime in the 
Parliament, but ſuch as beares the ſtamp and form of a legali and judi- 
ci:ll accuſation ; and inſtead of generall inveRives, to publiſh the cer. 
tain kinde of Treaſons, and names of Traytors, and the certainty of 
his Majeſties evidence, and how far his Majeſty will refer checryall 
thereof ro any peaceable tre ity, laying down the {word in the meane 
time, without diſadvantage co either fide, for if the offence of the P.r- 
lament be, that they have been too zealous of the (afery of che King- 
dome, in making Ordinances co ſertle the Militia, T hen the queition 
1s only, whether or no the King hath ſuch a ſole incerelt in the 1 owns, 
Forts, &c, and ſtrength of the Kingdome, as that he may at plealure 
ntruſt them to ſuſpected Subſticuces, in time of danger, without gene- 
ral] adviſe, nay contrary to generall conſent. And this ſeemes a {trange 
ground for {uch an uncouth diſmall war, at fuch a time as this, when 
it makes our Lords and Commons worſe Rebels then che /ri/o, and 
chuſes rather that the Proteſtant Religion, together with che Crowne 
there ſhall periſh, then any cruce ſhall be granced here, or any umpirage 
admitted, It cannot bur be berter that the State of Scorland were 1n- 
treated ro mediate and arbitrate in this difference, then chat ſo unſe ;- 
ſonable and unnarurall a war ſhould be waged. For if Sir John Hotham 
be not fictey to be truſted than Captain Zerg, and my Lord of Warwicke 
then Sir Johu Pennington, yet the Kings incereſt is not altered, nothing 
but the ſfubordmate perſon is > uw 4 and if this be not allowed to a 
Parliament, the Subje hath no remedy nor power of defence in any 
danger when the King miſtakes beth his friends and foes : but if this 
be allowed, the King ſuffers nothing by it. He which ſe: ves-the Stare 
faithfully, muſt needs ſerve the Kmg faithfully, (ic is co be wiſhed, the 
contrary were as true) a generall defection is noc to be feared, nor 
could be redrefſed if ix ſhould happen, and excepr in caſe of generall 
defection,che Stare cannot chu'e to the diſadvantage .of the King : Bur 
if the Miftriabe not the main cauſe of this war,if any other ſuper-emer- 
gent exceprions, againſt any particular perſons, in, or out of Parlia- 
ment may bexaken, this may be debated, and accommodated legally 
without bloed, except one ſide will deelare it felf nec to be (acisfied 
otherwiſe -

otherwiſe then by blood, - Till theſe chings be betrer cleared ne Force 
ought to be uſed, and frhe King will admit of no truce, it will not be 
ſaid that the Parliament takes up Armes againſt the King, but the whole 
kingdome in its repreſentative Court detends it ſelfe againſt ſuch ay 
have ſequced,and uniuſtly incenſed the King, and ſuch,as though they 
hive uſurped the Kings perſon,and word, and command, yer have nox 
{o rrue a right to his vertue, and authoricie, nor ought to bee held {@ 
friendly thereunto as rhe Parhament, 

Fiftly, not to make the Parli-memts arbicrary power in declaring 
Law,Sc. any ground of charge ſince this ſtrife berweene prerogative 
and libertie muſt be decided, and by the Law i felfe without ſome in» 
terpreter cannat,and fince his Maieſtie does not claime that ſole inter- 
pretation, and ſince the Parhament cannot be (ufpe&ed therein, 

Sixthly, ro pudge of the Councellours and Fomenters of this warre 
by the favour which it beares to the Iriſh Rebell:ton, and the diſagree» 
ment thereof with his Majeſties former gracious proteſſions : and at 
leaſt to hearken to a truce til! the Iriſh warre be ended, except the 
Lords and Commons ſeeme more dereſtable Traytors than the Iriſh 
Rebells, - 

Seventhly, That his Maieſtie will let us know ſomething in parti 
cular concerning our priviledges, in and out of Parliament, and what 
laricude of authority and power ſhallbe granted to the repreſencative 
body of the whole Kingdome, even when his Maieſtie likes berrer of 
private adviſe ; and alſo how farre his Maieſtie will grant his Royall 
Prerogative to be within the Cognizance and Declaration of the 
Lords and Commons, becauſe in our underſtanding to have no 11 
and no impartial! Judge of that right, and co have no limits, and n0 
knowne limits is one and the ſame thing.

much more in this; And although His Majeſtic hath a great Revenne 
there, yet He hath a farre greater bere, and as he hath many faich- 
full good Subjefts amongtit them, fo He hath many loyall and obe- 
tient SubjeRts ameonglt us; 2nd why then ſhould not we have $ 
w enjoy our Priviledges as well as they? Thave heard ——_ 
the Kings of England can do no wrong ; therefore it mult needs be 
the greatneſle of our ſinnes, or the badneſſe of our Engliſh Counſel 
that arcabont His Majcttic, both which let us beſeech the God of 
Heav:nand Earth to remedy, by pardoning the one, and amending 
the other. 

I weil remeber that in the Kings Anſwer to the Parliaments 
frſt Remonſtrance the State of the Kingdom, His Majeſtie doth 2c- 
knowledge , that by plauſible Propoſitions He was perſwaded to 
paſſe mary Patents, &c. fit to be ſupprefied, which argues that His 
Majcltic rad then ſome Counſellours about him not fo good as they 
ſhould have been. Likewiſe His Majefties Reconciliation with the 
Scots, and preferring ſome of them to the chief Otticcs of State, 
wholc litc he had been adviſed totake away, prefuppoſeth that all 
the Councell given His Majeltie concerning them was not good, 
ud why may not the Councellnow given His Majeſtic be as bad ? 

| have often keard that the Parhament (the Kings oreat Counſell) 
have undertaken ( under God ) to make'His Majeſtic # proſperous 
wd happy King, fo far'forth as he would be adviſed by them , the 
ukzowne Cunnſell of His Majftie ean promiſ< him no more, He 
katn had ſeventeen triall ard experience of the one (as its 
like ) during which time His Majeſtie and the Nation have reecived 
much diſhonour abroad, and no lefle tronble, vexation, and diſcord 
1 home, which confideration ſeconded with the experience of the 
bonour and proſperity which his predeceſſors have enjoyed ty hark- 

ng tothe other, ſhonld im all reaſon be a maine motive unto His 
Majeſtie to hearken tohis Parliament mall things (thongh but for 
atriall) fome ſhort time, which if it w-nþd plate the Lord to give 
kim a heart to do,there would(withont donbe)be very little occation 
topetition His Majeſtic to remove his evill Court tours from him, 
for they would of th:nſclves Lbour to avoid his juſt wrath and 
diſpleaſure.

The 
High Commiſſion uſed the Temporall Sword by 
fining, impriſoning, as well as the ſpirituall, They 
uſed an independent juriſdition, not derived from 
the King ( which they claimed Fare Divino) in their 
owne name, and under their owne ſeales, contrary 
to the Star.

In th6 State, The attempts of the Malignant pattie 

to ſubvert our Lawes, Liberties, and Properties, and 
toreduce this well tempered Monarchy into a meere 

Arbitrary Government have beene ſufficiently proved 
mn the tryall and atrainder of che Earle of Strafford : 
yet I will not omit the teſtimony of the Lord of 
Faultland, who wirtily tells us : The King was per- 
ſwaded by his Divines, that in conſcience, his Coun- 
ſellors, that m Policy, and his Judges, that by Law 
hee might doe what hee liſt : And if this bee not 
2 conſpiracy ro, introduce Arbitrary Government , 
and change our State; I know not what ts, 

For the Militia, rhey deſire not ro remove it from 
the King, but from his ſnbordinate Miniſters, and 
place it upon other Miniſtets whom they ſuſpe&t 
not , and to fatisfie the feares of a whole Nation in 
time of danger, is wiſedome. Beſides, extraordinary 


diſeaſes require extraordinary cures; the High diſtem- 
B pers 
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pers and dangers of the Kingdome compells the 
Parliament (That ſupreame Court and Counſell now 
deſerted by the King) to have recourle to the ſupreame 
Law, Sals populi , Whoſe immediate riſe is from the 
Law of Nature, which teacherth every worme, much 
more a man, and moſt of all a whole Nation to provide 
for its defence. 

Beſides, it neither belongs to the perſon, nor calling 
ofthe King to expound the Lawes : Bur that the Park- 
ament hath 2 power to declare Law without the Kings 
conſent, nay,againſt it, (though not to make it withour 
him) is apparent; for all inferiour Courts have the 
fame. And what Counſcllors and Interpreters of the 
Law his Majeſty hath now abour him, to be put in bal- 
lance withthe faith and learning of a whole Parliament? 
What Expoſitions of Lawes and Stat. they have made, 
Lect his late publications and Commiſſion of Array, a- 
2ainſt the petition of Right, and their opinions and 
judgements given ſince that was enacted upon Ship-mo- 
ney, Habeas corpora,cyc. teſtifiie, $ly, That Parliaments 
cannot declare Law, but in particular Caſes, legally 
brought beforethem. It ſhould ſeeme by this,” that Pur- 
liaments have no Conuſance of Cauſes, but: upon com- 
plaints ab extra :* Bur the 'Houſe of Commons, being 
the great Enqueſt of the Kingdome, may, and oughtto 
rake Conuſance of Canſcs, of publique concernment, 

ex officio : and is accounted miſconuſant. of _ 
9'y, That Parliaments are queſitionable and triable clc- 
where. The Parliament is W ſlupreame Court, and hath 
the laſt appeale ; Ancicntly errors in other Courts wete 
tryed there : "Therefore no other Court can have Co- 
n 
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nuſance oftheir Ations nor perſons., which were to 
appeale ridiculouſly, upwards and downwards. Andif 
a Parliament be triable and arraignable before the King 
himſelfe : Then hath the King an unlimited declarative 
power of Law above all Courts, in his own breaſt ; and 
the laſt Appeale muſt be ro his diſcretion and under- 
ſtanding, and conſequently, the Legitlative power His 
alone. And yet his Majeſty 1s pleaſed to Gonfeſſe him- 
ſelfe nor skilfull in the Lawes. I know no third tryall to 
which a Parliament can be liable, unlefle it bethe rriall 
by the Sword : from which, and from thoſe that coun- 
ſe!l it, the God of Bartels detend us, and grant us cou - 
rage to defend our ſelves. (Theſe laſt recited Nocrines 
and poſitions have received Anſwers of another nature 
atlarge, In the Obſervarions upon his Majeſties laſt 
Anſwers and E xpreſſes. ; 

5. Bur the 'Bug-beare which workes moſt upon the 
people, 1s, Leaſt theſe differences berweene 'his Maje- 
ſty and Parliament ſhould entangle us in a civill War.

Wherefore IT ſhall admoniſh yon, that no Warcan 
be more deſtrucrive ro you, and all thar is yours , then 
your owne Cowardiſe, if it ſhould fo far fright you 
from your conſtancy, faith, and gratitude, as to make 
you deſert this Parlrament :

Secondly, He that thinkes a Parliament can be forla- 
ken, knowes not the power of Parliaments; for ifthe 
Parliament pleaſc to imitate your uncanſtancy & faith- 
lefle cowarviſe, and, deſerting your intereſt, purſue on- 
ly their own, and comply with the King, They are able 
ro doe him more ſervice in one week, then Foſeph did to 
Pharaoh in ewice leven yeares. They can make him 
more abſolute then any Prince in Chriſtendome, nay 
then 
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then the Turk or Muſcovite. They can repeale all 
the good Laws they have got for you : They can re- 
viveche Star-Chamber, High-Commiſſion, &c. .and 
ſet the Pillory upon your neckes, and little Zaud upon 
your eares againe: They can bring in and naruralize the 
Exciſes of the Low-Countries, the Gabels of France, 
the Alcavales of __ and all the Taxes of Florence, 
and make England the Map of all the oppreſfions in the 
world, they can give away your Laws, Liberties, and 
Properties by a Statute, and eſtabliſh a perperuall Ty- 
rnny by a Law, which ſhall ſtop your mouthes fo! 
ever, when you ſhall be rold that the AR of the Re- 
prelentative body 15 the A of rhe whole Kingdome, 
and you are bound by the Lawes of the Land ; Com- 
laints againſt illegall Taxes ſhall then no more bee 
feard in your Srreetes for want of Lawes. Neither think 
this plot {o ſhallow, that the members of this Parlia- 
ment, or their poſter.ty ſhall draw in the ſame yoke with 
you : No, they may entaile their feverall Votes and 
Seats in this already perperuared Parliament ro them- 
ſelves and their heires Males for ever: And (as the Fable 
ſaith, that the Lion proclaiming a generall day of hunt- 
ng, all beaſts of prey waited upon him for their ſhares) 
ſotheſe may have a fubordinare ſhare, according to their 
ſeverall capacities, in your ſpoiles and booties, The 
L.Treafurer Bnrle:zgh was wont to ſay, He knew not what 
4 Parliament could not doe And truly I know not what 
2 Parliament (concurring with his Majeſty) cannot be. 
They may be the only favourites and Privadoes, and 
ſtrike all others intothe Boxe, and lie in their roomes. 
Biſhops ſhall noe ſtrame their Conſciences nor braines 
to invent a Theological! engine, called a Divine Pre- 
B 3 rogative 
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rogative for battering your Laws, Liberties, and Pro- 
perties ; the Vores of the Parliament ſhall ſhake them 
in {under : They ſhall be the Kings Cavaliers, and ſub.

read or heard of, in all the Scriptures fo great a difference is 
there berwixt a conceived and a preſcribed read prayer, as is be-

occalion of the queſtzon ; you may upon occaſion of one pre- 
leript forme of praycr, deviſed by men, pat the queſtion of any 
preicript forme of prayer devifed by men ; bur it is an utter 
changing and forfaking of the cauſe to put oft the queſtion in 
hind to formes of prayer deviſed and pretictibed by God ;' what 
tzough ſome- that haye ſpoken or wrimen in this' cauſe, have 
waved tome formes of prayer devited by God him; ard 
have uled ſome arguments, that graſpe at more then they can 
hol? 

The Rate ofthe queſtion muſt not be drawne'to the'arov-

ding of it in the tongue of each people, it will beſt agrec 
with the edification of each people, to reade it our of ſuch a 
booke as is frequent and currant in all their hands.

Firſt, the Que/Hon with us is not ſo much about fer formes of 
prayer in generall, as about ſet formes of prayer deviſed by men 
of other Churches, preſcribed, and injoyned to be read as che 

rayers of the Church,or deviſed by one Chriſtian and fet a part 
- another , as his priycrs, to which this Argument rea* 
cheth nor. 

Though we do hot deny it to be altogether unlawfull to ſeeke 
common bleſſings of God dayly in a fer forme of words, yet we 
would not encourage meg to reſt and content themielyes in fo 
doing, much kefle to binde thernſelves fo to do: For belides that, 
a dayly ſet forme will cafily degenerate to a formallity, how can 
a Chriſtian be faid wo watch unto prayer (which wee are com- 
manded to do, s 6.18.) If wee content oar felyes' with the 
ſame ſet forme of prayer, this yeare, as the laſt : Befdes, the com- 
mon dayly bleffings , which the Diſcourſtr inftanceth in; as 
faith, patience, meekneſfle, love , ification of Gods name. 
Comming of Chriſts Kingdome , the ſtare of theſe things dot 
ever and anon yary , and to bindea mans ſelfe dayly to (ct 
forme of prayer, for ſuch things as the ſtate whereof is ſo dayly 
varied, will bring,in a looſe and Igcongruous kinde of prayers, 
ft one! y for thoſe, that do not diſcerne, or are not affected with 
the preſent tate of things, enher in themſclyes, or others.

The 29.0f /«»e, Collonell Clorworcby having ſecyred himlelte

wenttogether to Pers { lenone, about 10. miles from Anirys, and 
then overtookea party Ot the Rebells, who having notice of th&ir 
comming, were in haſt;boating themſelves over the River of thar 
Band, but many of them drowned themſelves for haſt» tooke the 
Collours of a Horſe Troope from them, kild divers, and brought 
the Wives of two prime Gentlemenof faſhion Priſoners, with 
many others tO Antrym; the Sonldiers have brought a few Cowes 
they found with them; but had they not been ſo neer the Bapd there 
had beene a farre better advantage taken ofthemn of our Men , the 
Enemy burt nor kild any.
